WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP) 


The United States today 
again urged Israel to make ‘a 
voluntary withdrawal” from dis- 
puted Middle East areas to 
avoid United Nations sanctions 
or other pressure, 

The State Department issued 
a Statement to that effect as 


Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles met in an urgent and 
hastily - arranged conference 
with Israel's Foreign Minister 
Golda Meir and Ambassador 
Abba Eban. 


State Department press of- 
ficer Lincoln White reported 
consultations were under way 
with six other countries in the 
U.N. to work out “appropriate 
language by which to express 
the President's policies.” 

White emphasized there had 
been no change “in any respect” 
in America’s position as set 
forth by President Eisenhower 
in his Feb, 20 radio-television 
address to the nation. 


No Choice But Pressure. 


In that speech the President 


said the U.N. “has no choice but 
to exert pressure upon Israel’ 
to force withdrawal of its troops 
from Egyptian territory. He 
barred any concessions to Israel 


prior to withdrawal. But the 
President stood by earlier Amer- 
ican promises to help Israel - 
after a withdrawal — guard 
against attacks on Israeli ship- 
ping near the Gulf of Aqaba or 
attacks from Gaza territory 

White’s statement noted 
United States collaboration with 
the other states on what pre- 
sumably might emerge as a new 
pressure resolution in the U.N 
Then he said 

“In the event this 
necessary we are still hopeful 
that there will be a voluntary 
withdrawal by Israel so that no 
further U.N. action in this re- 
spect will be called for. We are 
now having a further exchange 
on this aspect of the matter 
with the government of Israel 

Mrs. Meir, who accompanied 
Eban to Dulles’s office, is in this 
country attending U.N. sessions 
in New York 


45-Minute Meeting. 


Mrs. Meir and Eban were 
with Dulles for about 45 min- 
utes. Mrs. Meir said the main 
theme was settlement of the 
Gaza problem. She denied that 
the question of a possible U nit- 
ed States resolution in the U.N. 
was “the main theme.”

Eban has been holding mara- 
thon sessions with Dulles for 
more than two weeks. He told 
reporters in Washington his 
visit to Dulles today was “a 
continuation of our talks.” 


Lodge Visits Fawzi. 


It was learned that Lodge

him to adopt “a more lenient” 
attitude toward substandard 
homes for the aged, he said to- 
dav. 

Dr. Amos, who was fired 
Monday by Gov. James T. Blair 
for failing to take aggressive 
steps for the inspection of nurs- 
ing homes following the War- 
renton fire, said he refused to 
attempt to close unlicensed 
homes because “Iedid not want 
to throw hundreds of poor, old 
people out on the street with 
no place to go.” 

He said he could not remem- 
ber specific fnstances in which 
legislatcrs asked him not to 
take action against a nursing 
home. But insisted they had 
occurred, 

Refused to Make ‘Splurge.’ 

Defending his administration 
of the ‘inadequate 1941 state 
nursing home licensing law in 
the period before and after the 
Katie Jane Memorial Home fire 
at Warrenton, in which 72 per- 
sons died Feb. 17, Dr. Amos 
said: 

“We have had a real problem 
—one which had to be handled 
in a level-headed manner. I re- 
fused to do anything just to 
make a big splurge.” 

The 53-year old physician, 
who said he felt Gov. Blair's 
criticism of him was ‘definitely 
not justified,” insisted the 
health division had endeavored 
to make adequate nursing home 
inspections within the limita- 
tions of available personnel 

He declared that whenever 
inspectors found substandard 
conditions in a nursing home re- 
lating to either safety, sanita- 
tion or nursing care, the divis- 
jon refused to reissue a state 
license for that establishment. 

Such instances occurred 
chiefly in rural areas, he said, 
where nursing homes are not 
under as strong regulation as 
they are in metropolitan areas 

Dr. Amos said the refusal of 
the health division to renew a 
license caused considerable con- 
cern among local officials, who 
frequently interpreted the re- 
fusal as meaning that the di- 
vision would try to close the 
home. 

He reported that in a number 
of cases, legislators, the county 
welfare officer; or judges of the 
county court (the county ad- 
ministrative body) would ask if 
the division could not be more 
lenient so the home wouldn't 
be closed. 

Dr. Amos denied any legis- 
lator or local official attempted 
to bring political pressure on 
him in behalf of a nursing home 
which failed to pass an inspec- 
tion. He said they wanted to 
know what could be done to 
make it possible for the nurs- 
ing home to stay open. Their 
primary concern, he reported, 
was that the residents in the 
nursing home would be turned 
out and have no other place 
to go. 

It was his policy, the ousted 
state health official explained, 
to tell these officials what was 
wrong, give the operators a 
reasonable opportunity to Ccor- 
rect the defects and tell them 
that there would be a reinspec- 
tion later on.

The Four Oaks Nursing Home 


near Imperial and the Rose Hill 
Nursing Home near Festus are 
dependent on private water sys- 
tems that lack sufficient pres- 


sure or voiume for fire fight- 
ing he said. The homes house 
87 patients 


Both homes, and St. Joseph's 
Hill Infirmary near Eureka and 
Castie Acres Nufsing Home near 
Festus, lack city water facili- 
ties, Dr. Rice stated 

He said nearby lakes should 
provide an adequate source of 
water for fire fighting at the 
St. Joseph's and Castle Acres 
institutions The other two 
homes, however, lack such sup- 
plemental sources, he said 

Mirs. Clara Breinhan, co-owner 


of Four Qaks. told the Post- 
Dispatch that two large cisterns 
at the institution could be 
drawn on for water in the event 
of fire. They are intended for 
such emergency use only, she 
& and are in addition to a 
spring, which, by means of an 
elaborate purification and pump- 
ing system, supplies water for 
crinking and household use 


Need of Extra Supply. 


“Dependence on private water 
Fystems probably constitutes a 
fire hazard unless there is a 
large pond or cistern that can 
provide sufticient water in 
emergencies,’ Dr. Rice said. 

However,” he went on, “in 
a large county like ours, most 
of which lacks city water svs- 
tems, the only remedy would be 
to install individual gravit\y-feed 
tanks for water storage. We 
have not required such installa- 
tions bec ‘ause ot their cost 

All eight ursing homes in’ 
Jefferson annie are dependent 
on volunteer fire departments, 
for fire protection, Dr. Rice 
said. Because of long distances 
involved, he estimated it would 
take as much as 15 iainutes for 
fire departments to reach some 
institutions. The homes house 
a total of 419 patients 

Despite safety limitations that 
are common to rural areas, Dr. 


Rice said, “Our nursing homes 
are reasonably safe and well 
protected 


“They are not fire traps 
Four of the homes, including 
the Rose Hill institution, are 
one-story structures, a consid- 
erable safety factor in itself.

Push Button System for Landing 
Planes on Carriers to Be Tested 


BUFFALO, N.Y., Feb. 27 (AP) ! 
—The Navy said today it soon 
will’ begin sea tests of a “push 
button” landing system de- 
signed to guide planes safely 
down to a carrier's deck in 
blind flying weather. 

The automatic carrier land- 
ing system~a combination of 
radio, radar and_ electronic 
brain developed by Bell Aircraft 
Corp.—has been put through 
more than 1200 land tests. 

The tests employed six types 

f jet figh‘ers, big transports 
and light commercial planes. 

Sea trials aboard a carrier 
will be conducted Dy Comdr 
A. G. Russell, of the office of 
all-weather flying of the Chief 
of Naval Operations. Drawings 


issued by the Bell company in- 


dicated one of the new angled- 
deck carriers would be used for 
the tests, which will last four 
months. 

Reporters weer invited to the 
first public demonstration of 
the system today. 

Bell explained the system this 
way: 

“Radar locates the airplane 
and determines its altitude and 
position in relation to the car- 
rier deck. An electronic com- 
puter does the rest, sending 
the necessary course corrections 
to a device whicn directs the 
airplane into the desired flight 
path. , 
“The vstem takes into account 
the carrier's movement the in- 
stant the plane is to tough the 
deck.” 

Company engineers said the 
svstem has obvious civilian ap- 
plication and. combined with a 
cross-country navigational sys- 
tem, could provide ‘completely 
automatic fight’ under all 
weather conditions.

His party won at least 151 
seats in the 30l-member house, 
an absolute majority, it was an- 
nounced today. The results for 
102 seats still had to be counted. 


The Andhra voters elected 13 
Communist front candidates, 21 
Nationalists, 13 Socialists and 
one Independent in the votes 
counted so far. 

India’s Communist party set 
out in 1955 to establish a model 
Red-ruled state in newly created 
Andhra but lost that year's 
election 

The Congress party was piling 
up a commanding lead, as: ex- 
pected, in contests for state as- 
sembly seats in India’s general 
eiections which began Sunday. 
They will continue through 
March 14. 

The Communists claimed 
their first victory in the elec- 
tion to one seat in the Punjab 
state assembly. 

The second fatality in the 
voting occurred in Old Delhi 
last night. Two rival Moslem 
groups clashed. One person was 
killed and several were injured. 
The first fatality followed a 
clash Monday between Congress 
and Communist voters in the 
south Indian state of Mysore. 

No results have been an- 
nounced for national parlia- 
ment elections except for 12 
uncontested seats won by the 
Congress party.

Nursing homes need to help 
their mentally alert residents 
enjoy a more lively old age 
rather than simply help them 
add more years onto life, two 
Washington University social 
workers said today. They rec- 
ommended more recreation and 
rehabilitation activities in the 
homes and greater use of the 
community's case workers and 
community services on behalf 
of the residents. 

The two men, Prof. William 
Gordon and Assistant Professor 
Morris Worthman, based their 
statement upon a_ research 
project their students com- 
pleted last June. The project, 
done in co-operation with the 
St. Louis County Health De- 
partment and the United States 
Department of Health, Eduea- 
tion and Welfare, included in- 
terviews with about 110 nursing 
home residents, their relatives 
and operators of homes. 

The residents told interview- 
ers that they would enjoy more 
games. arts and crafts work, 
visits from ministers and visits 
in private homes and to public 
places. 

Operators’ View. 

Most operators thought their 
efforts, concentrated primarily 
upon insuring physical com- 
fort, were ample. Surveyors re- 
ported the operators felt at- 
tempts to stimulate older per-

sons mentally were “cxpensive, 
impractical and futile.” 
Wortman said the operators’ 
attitude only reflected a gen- 
eral community feeling that 
nursing homes should concen- 
trate upon making older people 
physically content, without con- 
cern with their psychological 


well-being. The two problems 
are closely inter-related, he ' 
added. 


The majority of residents in- 
terviewed said they were gen- 
erally happy with living in a 
nursing home. All of those se- 
lected at random for the survey 
were mentally alert and about 
90 per cent were in privately 
operated homes. None men- 
tioned any concern with safejy 
features. 

Older people said they most 
missed the pleasures of family 
life, being with friends, and ac- 
tivities limited to those in good 
health. 

Universal Problem. 

“These are the problems of 
older people everywhere, and 
are not confined to persons in 
nursing homes,” Wortman 
pointed out. 

The study indicated that half 
the relatives were totally un- 
willing to have persons leave 
nursing homes to live with them. 
The other half of those with 
relatives in nursing homes at- 
tached such conditions to a move 
from the home as to make it 
“impractical or impossible.” 

Interviewers found the fail- 
ure of relatives to consult fully 
with the person concerned made 
his move into a nursing home 
more difficult bec®use it was 
more abrupt. 

The directors of the survey

‘President Eisenhower delivered his message 
seeking the Middle East resolution on Jan. 5. 
The House Committee on Foreign Affairs after 
hearings reported the resolution favorably on 
Jan. 26. The House passed it by a 6 to 1 vote 
on Jan. 30. Now March is just around the corner 
and the Senate has not acted. Is this not a dis- 
mal record for the Senate and its leadership? 

Majority Leader Lyndon Johnson must think 
so, for he has anhounced that he will hold the 
Senate in night and Saturday sessions until it 
acts. He could not have indicated more plainly 
his belief that action is being delayed by dila- 
tory tactics rather than substantive debate. Sen- 
ator Johnson had previously promised action 
on amendments and a final vote by the end of 
this week. But when, to carry out that promise, 
he and Republican Leader Knowland sought an 
agreement to limit debate, they were blocked 
by the exceedingly strange combination of Sena- 
tors George W. Malone (Rep.) of Nevada and 
Wayne Morse (Dem.) of Oregon. 

What good will It do merely to delay action? 
What is accomplished by picking at the lan- 
guage and stretching out a long debate—except 
embarrassing the Administration and fortifying 
isolationists like Herman Talmadge of Georgia? 

The basic issue of the Middle East resolution 
is whether Congress does or does not join with 
the President in asserting a national determina- 
tion to resist overt attack on, or political and 
economic domination of, the Middle East by the 
Soviet Union. Surely a great majority of the 
Senate, as of the House, would answer “Yes” to 
that question if given a chance 

As recent events have amply demonstrated, 
the Middle East resolution is not in itself a 
complete American policy for that area. It does 
not cover some of the main problems which 
the area presents. It is not an adequate substi- 
tute for effective day-to-day decisions de- 
signed to settle outstanding controversies and 
strengthen the new nations there. 

All this is true, and yet none of this offers a 
sound reason for failing to adopt the resolution 
promptly. Failure to adopt it would not create 
a sound Middle East policy. All it would do is 
tell Russia and the Middle East that Congress 
and the President cannot agree that the United 
States has an interest in the Middle

The Army and the National Guard have ended 
their dispute over Guard recruit training in a 
compromise that largely accepts the Army's pro- 
gram. This is surprising since the politically pow 
erful National Guard Association was able in 
1948 to force the pigeonholing of the Gray Board 
Report and its 90-odd

And much still remains 
to be done on the present entire military re- 
serve system despite the compromise 

The Army had decided that after April 1 all 
Guard recruits without prior service would 
have to take six months of active-duty training 
Under the compromise, the Guard has been 
granted two exceptions to the six-month rule 
It will have the rest of the year to recruit 
youths of 17 to 1842 with the understanding 
they will take only 11 weeks’ training. And 
the current 1ll-week training program of the 
Air National Guard, which includes a substan 
tial number of Air Force veterans, will not be 
affected. The Guard also can take much assur- 
ance from the Army promise to supply the 
Guard with recruits if necessary. 

The N.G.A., as was to be expected, presented 
a parade of Guard generals and spokesmen who 
told a House Armed Services subcommittee that 
the six-month requirement would ruin the 
Guard. California, presenting evidence that 
the six-month rule was in effect there and 
working well, was the only dissenter. Gen. 
toy Green, commander of California's Forty- 
ninth Division, also told how improperly trained 
California Guardsmen had been slaughtered at 
Okinawa in World War II. 

The Army, from Secretary of Defense Wilson 
right on down, presented strong evidence for 
the six-month regulation. The suddenness with 
which globe-girdling atomic bombers could 
bring war was stressed and under this menace 
it must not be forgotten that even men who 
have had six months of training are far from 
being a mobilization-day force 

The question of a proper military reserve is 
one with many more facets to it than just the 
six-month rule. So while it now appears the 
Guard is going to be better trained it must not 
be forgotten that many more improvements are 
needed in the military reserve program. 
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Lessons of the Teamster Story 

Rank-and-file members of the Teamsters’ 
union—and of other unions, too—must be grate- 
ful for the way the McClellan Committee is pil- 
ing up evidence of the improper use of union 
funds on orders of Dave Beck, the Teamsters’ 
president 

This evidence is not a broad re-hash of vague 
charges. It contains the names of specific indi- 
viduals, places and amounts. And it comes from 
union officials and newspaper men whose credi- 
bility hardly seems open to question. 

There was testimony about a $17,000 loan to 
a known gambler who has a criminal record and 
the friendship of Frank Brewster, president of 
the Beck union's western conference. A loan of 
$3900, according to the testimony, was made 
to another friend of Brewster for opening “a 
beer joint.” A $30,000 loan to a friend of Dave 
Beck Jr. was described. And so on. 

Even worse is the story of two reporters of 
the Portland Oregonian. It involves not only 
gamblers and racketeers, but also a district at- 
torney and an attempt to “take over” the Port- 
land city government. According to Senator Mce- 
Clellan, there is more to come from other parts 
of the country as well as from Beck's Pacific 
Northwest stronghold. 

The most pathetic aspect of the disclosures is 
the terrorization of lesser union officials. They 
fear physical violence as well as loss of their 
union cards and their jobs. Under such condi- 
tions, a union no longer is a democratic associa- 
tion of workers on behalf of their legitimate in- 
terests. It is a machine for the exploitation of 
the men and their money, not to mention the 
subversion of public authority. 

Organizations like the Teamsters naturally 
have considerable power which can be abused 
by racketeers for their profit. Large benefit 
funds in the union treasury make its infiltration 
even more tempting. And ruthlessness can over 
come union democracy. 

This is no argument against organized labor 
or its health and pension funds. But such funds 
should have legal safeguards similar to those 
surrounding bank deposits and insurance poli- 
cies. Here the committee is expected to recom- 
mend improvements. But its testimony also 


calls for vigorous action by local public officials 
and police. Where the authorities themselves 
are involved in racketeering, there must be a 
clean-up by the citizens. This evidence should 
help to arouse the necessary indignation, 
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Lester Pearson, Diplomat 

Canada's Foreign Minister, Lester B. Pearson, 
is one of the most resourceful and constructive 
of diplomats. He looks over an international 
problem that is baffling everybody, puts his wits 
to work and comes up with at least an approach 
to a way out of the immediate impasse. 

This is just what he has done in the Middle 
East controversy. When others are wondering 
how much more the U.N. should do in reassuring 
Israel that the-old order of persistent Arab 
attacks is not going to be resumed, Mr. Péarson 
comes up with a specific proposal of safeguards. 
His considered recommendation is that the Gen- 
eral Assembly provide positive assurances that 
Israel and Egypt pledge observance of the 1949 
armistice, that the U.N. Emergency Force be de- 
ployed along the armistice line, that all con- 
cerned promise free passage through the Straits 


of Tiran, and that the U.N. gradually take over’ 


civil administration of the Gaza strip. 

President Eisenhower was speaking to the 
same end last week when, in his report to the 
nation, he said: 

We believe that upon the suppression of 
the present act of aggression and breach 
of the peace, there should be a greater 
effort by the United Nations and its mem- 
bers to secure justice and conformity with 
international law. Peace and justice are 
two sides of the same coin. 

Perhaps the world community has been 
at fault in not having paid enough atten- 
tion to this: truth. The United States, for 
its part, will vigorously seek solutions of 
the problems of the area in accordance 
with justice and international law. 

Lester Pearson, good diplomat as well as 
good neighbor, has expressed these sentiments 
in a specific Assembly resolution which he pro- 
poses in lieu of a sanctions resolution. The 
United States is preparing its own proposal for 
the Assembly's consideration. Out of all these 
efforts, let us hope a settlement can emerge. 
—&*ee— 


Deficiencies in Atomic Power 

From private enterprise itself comes convinc- 
ing evidence that private enterprise alone can- 
not be relied upon to do all the job of develop- 
ing peaceful atomic energy in the United States. 
The expert giving evidence is Dr. Chauncey 
Starr, general manager of Atomic International, 
a division of North American Aviation which 
builds atomic power reactors. 

Dr. Starr testified to the Senate-House Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee that private capital 
cannot hope to fill all the need for some years 
to come. He estimated it will be 10 years before 
atomic energy can be made price-competitive 
with conventionally-produced electricity. 

Meantime, Dr. Starr went on, countries lack- 
ing conventional fuel sources—coal, oil, gas— 
will be clamoring for the United States to help 
them, and the demand already “strains the exist- 
ing technology” of the atomic industry in this 
country. 

In smaller words, we do not know as much as 
we should know, and should be finding out fast- 
er than we are finding out. In this dilemma pri- 
vate enterprise is not deficient in capital alone. 
It is deficient also in ability to insure against 
accidents, in aggressiveness and speed of attack 
upon the problems yet to be solved, and in the 
capacity to experiment on a large scale with all 
the types of atomic reactors that need to be ex- 
perimented with. 

Those deficiencies represent a job which the 
public enterprise of Federal Government must 
perform, or it will not be done.

The Joint Council on Educational Television 
reports that there are now 24 non-commercial 
educational TV stations on the air, with seven 
more expected to begin telecasting this year. 

Viewed against the vast problems of arousing 
public support where normal advertising spon- 
sorship was denied, this is a commendable rec- 
ord. But it is also a fact that in nearly five 
years, educational TV has actually grasped its 
opportunity in one tenth of the 242 channels set 
aside for it. And because of constant commer- 
cial pressures, these channels may not be pro- 
tected for education forever. 

St. Louis has been fortunate, in the case of 
KETC, in developing firm educational and pub- 
lic support for its educational station. This 
has not been the case in the nation’s capital, or 
the nation’s largest city, or in most other places. 
And aside from the problem of gaining public 
interest, educational television has been per- 
plexed by a problem of its own. That is the 
matter of whether to concentrate on direct in- 
structional courses, or adult education, or com- 
munity service—or to balance these and other 
purposes. 

Educational television’s complex involves both 
money and mission. On the record it is taking 
time to develop both resources, and perhaps 
time will show that a developed sense of mis- 
sion will help develop money. 

But remembering what happened to educa- 
tional radio, the TV educators and the public 
that placed high hopes in it must remain 
alert to defend the rights of popular education 
to the airwaves. 


How to Recover County Fumbles 

A dozen elected officials are supreme in 
their own domain, and take orders from no 
one. We need officials appointed on the 
basis of qualifications and experience rather 
than on the basis of the number of votes 
they get. 

The speaker was City Manager Robert C. 
Storey of Ferguson, and he was underscoring 
the principal weakness of a St. Louis county 
government that has become locally famous for 
its fumbles. These include the disorganized 
handling of the $39,000,000 bond issue, the fail- 
ure to push the parcel-by-parcel reassessment 
to bring equity to the county's tax structure, the 
failure of planning and, most of all, the failure 
of the Council to lead. 

Charter reform ought to be the county's first 
order of business, for it is clear that the ma- 
chine cannot move as it is currently put togeth- 
er. There are too many individually elected 
officers and consequently too many drivers. The 
Council has arrogated this subject to itself; but 
the Council has moved at a snail's pace. Could 
it be that nobody on the Council wants reform? 

All of which suggests that if effective reforms 
are to be made it may be necessary to bring a 
Charter commission into being. This would re- 
quire a petition signed by more than 50,000 reg- 
istered voters (20 per cent of the total vote for 
Governor at the 1956 general election). But that 
may not be so high a hurdle as it appears. Many 
county residents are growing tired of the fum. 
bling in the courthouse.

, Private power companies in lowa 
last month, in a full-page advertisement 
in the state’s largest newspaper, pro- 
claimed their support for the creation 
of a public utility commission—to reg- 
ulate them. 

In their advertisement, the lowa 
utilities state, “In view of planned 
atomic power developments and, in any 
event, to facilitate the financing of new 
plant additions which may well run to 
$400,000,000 in the next 10 vears, the 
lowa companies would welcome a com- 
petent public utility commission.” 


And, “To guide the orderly develop- 
ment of lowa’s electric and gas facil- 
ities and thus assure plenty of energy 
for lIowa’s industrial expansion, the 
electric and gas companies of Iowa 
urge the passage of a utility commis- 
sion bill by the next General Assem- 
bly.” 

Despite the reassuring smile on the 
face of their copyrighted symbol, Reddy 
Kilowatt, the companies appear to be 
aSking for a state agency to help them 
in planning and financing their large 
future requirements. 

If that is all the companies have in 
mind, they might well consider hiring 
their own engineers and economists to 
help them meet the challenge of grow- 
ing needs of their customers in the next 
decade. There should be no need to 
involve the state, or its tax revenues, in 
such functions. 


The suggestion that regulatory com- 
missions are desirable or even essential 
to planning and financing private util- 
ity expansion recalls the proud report 
a few years ago of a private power 
company executive that his state 
boasted “a favorable regulatory cli- 
mate.” 

“Favorable” for whom? Since he was 
addressing a group of security analysts 
in New York, we may assume that he 
meant investors. 

With consumers in his state paying 
some of the highest rates in the nation, 
it did not appear that the “regulatory 
climate” was “favorable” from the 
Standpoint of rate payers. ° 


Granting that the financial health 
of private power companies in a state 
is one factor in assuring good electric 
service, there should be some other. 
and even more urgent, criteria for 
measuring the public interest. 

Other questions are raised by the 
commission issue in Iowa. 

If regulation is as effective as most 
regulators and many of the regulated 
maintain that it is, how has lowa 
reached the seventy-fifth year of cen-

Diplomacy Is 


From The Pleasant 


Diplomacy is an odd trade. The kind 
of thinking that works to run a ham- 
burger stand, a plumbing business, a 
civic organization, a village or a church 
is not applicable to it. That is why or- 
dinary people are so often confused 
about what diplomats say and what 
they are trying to accomplish. 


The improper reactions of the un- 
trained mind to diplomatic problems is 
illustrated, we think, by the proposals 
made as a basis of settling the prob- 
lems of the Middle East. 


These proposals were, briefly: That 
the maintenance of peace there be left 
wholly to peaceful negotiations; that all 
the great powers agree not to inter- 
fere in the internal problems of that 
area; that the great powers not partic- 
ipate in military blocs there; that for- 

withdraw and foreign mil- 
itary bases be liquidated; that all the 
powers cease selling arms to the Middle 

nations and co-operate toward the 
economic development of those coun- 
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service so poor that there was long 
ago a widespread demand—from con- 
sumers rather than the power com- 
panies—for the creation of a state reg- 
ulatory body? 

The answer to these questions is “‘in- 
stitutional competition”—-the influence 
of competing types of organizations 
providing service. 

Since the beginnings of modern elec- 
tric service, lowa has been blessed with 
numerous municipal electric utilities. 
Today, there are more than 125 munic- 
ipal systems scattered throughout the 
State. 


In addition, 54 rural electric co-oper- 
atives, including several large genera- 
tion and transmission systems, serve 
Iowa farms. 


Nowhere in the state is a customer 
of a private power company more than 
a few miles from the “yardstick” of a 
consumer-owned electric system. 


As the companies pointed out in their 
advertisement, “Iowa is one of only, 
three states which does not have a 
utility commission.” 

It was not added that the two other 
states are Minnesota and Texas, where, 
as in Iowa, municipal and co-operative 
systems are numerous and widespread. 

One explanation of the lowa power 
companies’ unusual enthusiasm for reg- 
ulation may be that current as well as 
some previous proposals for the estab- 
lishment of a commission provide for 
state regulation of municipal systems 
and rural electric co-operatives as well 
as private power companies. The cur- 
rent proposal has also been interpreted 
as severely limiting the present latitude 
of Iowa's municipal utilities in issuing 
revenue bonds. 

Although some state commissions do 
perform useful functions relating tc 
consumer-owned electric systems, that 
is hardly a necessary type of regulator) 
activity. 

One popular view is that regulation 
is designed to resolve the inevitable 
conflict between utility investors and 
utility consumers. Since the consuthers 
and investors of the local publicly 
owned electric utilities and-<of the 
rural electric co-ops are generally the 
same people, there is no need for 
creating state agencies to protect the 
interest of either consumers or in- 
vestors in these systems. 

On the other hand, state regulation 
of local consumer-owned electric sys- 
tems can obstruct or interfere with the 
operation of these utilities by their con- 
sumer-owners. 

When power companies begin trying 
to create commissions to “regulate” 
them, it’s time to take a long, hard 
look at our regulatory processes.

tries without political, military or other 
conditions attached to such aid. 

Given no guidance, the average man 
is apt to stumble into a trap and think 
of this as being at least a reasonable 
basis upon which to begin negotiations 
for peaceful settlements in the Middle 
East.

Between Book Ends 
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An American Saga 


GIVE US THIS DAY, by Sidney Stewart. 
(W. W. Norton, 234 pgs., $3.50.) 


War stories are seldom happy ones. 
“Give Us This Day” is no exception. 
Recalling with. stark realism the saga 
of those thousands of American soldiers 
captured by the Japanese at Bataan 15 
years ago this spring, it is one of the 
unhappiest of all. 

The author was one of the few who 
survived three and a half years ol! 
death marches, torture, starvation and 
other brutalities. He presents a har- 
rowing chronicle, recording Japanese 
atrocities and a vividly graphic picture 
of human suffering in the face of 
them. It is a story 
of individual her 
oism, genuine love 
and personal sacri- 
fice. Many of the 
American  prison- 
ers seem to tran- 
scend their bleak 
environments, ris 
ing to heights of 
great spiritual 
strength. They ex- 
perience an inner 
strength, the peace 
granted to those 
who gain glimpses 
of eternity. 

Sidney Stewart 
now lives in Paris, where “Give Us 
This Day” was first published several 
years ago. Its considerable popularity 
abroad is probably due in part to the 
combination of spiritual awareness and

brutality which mark Mr Stewart's 
writing. 
This’ reviewer, however, must note 


that he is not as impressed with the 
book as are European critics. The cen- 
tral figures, including Stewart himself, 
do not emerge as convincing characters, 
and a story of this sort, embodying the 
psychological struggle it does, needs 
them. Besides, one wonders whether 
Mr. Stewart has any conclusions or 
firm convictions about his experience. 
None are presented. 

Without wishing to be a Japanophile, 
this reviewer must also take -exception 
to the author's estimate of the Japanese 
people and their civilization—a view 
which creeps out on several occasions 
Not only is it unfair to judge that 
civilization by purely Western stand 
ards, which Mr. Stewart does, but also. 
and perhaps more important, publica- 
tion of his book at this time can be 
questioned. It appears at the moment 
when Japan has again taken a seat in 
the family of nations, and the rehearsal! 
of atrocities and bestiality presented in 
Mr. Stewart's account will do little to 
contribute toward the reacceptance by 
Americans of Japan and the Japanese. 

Despite these criticisms, “Give Us 
This Day” can be read with admiration 
for the Americans who withstood so 
heroically the terrible deprivations of 
captivity and for Mr. Stewart who noi 
only survived the ordeal but also wrote 
his own account of the experience with 
tenderness and care.

FRE HAZARDS 
FOUND IN TWO 
NURSING HOMES

SPLINGFIALD, Mo., Feb. 27 
—Fire hazar‘s were found at 
two of the largest and best 
nursing homes in this area yes- 
terday by W. Thad Fife, direc- 
tor of safety and fire preven- 
tion for the Missouri Depart- 
ment of Public Health and Wel- 
fare. 

Operators of both said they 
would do their best to correct 
them without delay 

Starting a planned inspection 
of every large nursing home in 
the state, as an aftermath of 
the Warrenton fire Feb. 17, Fife 
visited Mercy Hospital, which 
is licensed as a nursing home 
and has 98 patients, and Sun- 
shine Acres, one mile west of 
Springfield, where 127 men and 
women are receiving care in an 
institution operated under the 
authority of the Greene County 
Court 

The state official and other 
members of his inspection team 
showed up at each place with- 
out advance notice and were 
received cordially. Fife made a 
point of asking that an officer 
of the Springfield Fire Depart- 
ment go along, and was accom- 
modated by a chief of one of 
the city districts, Charles Hicks. 

They started their rounds

Fife found some things wrong 
in several places, although on 
the whole, he agreed at the end, 
it was on the superior side.. He 
noted that a fire escape serving 
the central section of the build- 
ing had windows opening out 
on it, so that in case of a big 
fire, the flames could come 
shooting out those windaws and 
thus block any escape from 
above. He recommended that 
the glass be replaced with glass 
blocks. 


He found that a fire door 
leading from the furnace room 
into a main section would not 
close because it was stuck. He 
noticed that trash was being 
burned in an open pit outdoors 
and suggested that it be topped 
with mesh wire, in compliance 
with a local ordinance, to re- 
duce the danger from sparks. 


Drapes Not Fireproofed. 


He noticed that drapes on 
windows of a recreation room 
had not been fireproofed. “We'll 
take them down,” said Sister 
Mary Alacoque. The fire chief 
put in that she should not be 
precipitous in that, for he had 
a fireproofing method he could 
tell her about that would be 
quite simple. 

Getting to fine points, one of 
the team noticed that the cover 
of an electrical outlet in the 
stairwell on the third floor had 
been knocked off, leaving two 
wires exposed with bare ends. 
“We'll have it fixed before you 
leave,” was the quick response. 

There were fire extinguishers 
all over, and there was a fire 
alarm system. 

At Sunshine Acres, a mod- 
ern-day version of the old 
“county home,” the total im- 
pression of general excellence 
was much the same. It is of 
one-story, spread-out construc- 
tion of stone blocks, built in 
1939 with the help of the WPA, 
one of the last projects of that 
New Deal agency. 

The furnace and boilers are 
fn a stone building apart from 
the main wings, connnected by 
a tunnel. Both ends of the 
tunnel are open. Fife suggested 
that it would be much safer if 
they had fireproof doors. 

Another place for improve- 
ment, he noted, would be the in- 
stallation of a fire alarm s)s- 
tem.

LEASE-PURGHASE 


PLAN IS COSILY, 


OFFICAL SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP 
—The Comptroller General told 
Congress yesterday that buying 
146 federal buildings on the in- 
stallment plan would cost at 
least $634,500,000 more than if 
they were built with direct ap- 
propriations. The higher price 
has proved too low to attract 
builders. 

Comptroller Joseph Campbell 
furnished comparative cost fig- 
ures to a House Public Works 
subcommittee. Its chairman, 
Representative Robert E. Jones 
(Dem.), Alabama, has offered a 
bill to repeal the Government's 
lease-purchase building  pro- 
gram 

Instead, Jones has proposed 
that the Government be author- 
ized to spend one and a half 
billion dollars over the next | 
five years to put up new fed- 
eral buildings 

Campbell's cost figures con- 
cerned 146 projects that Con- 
gress has authorized to be built 
under the 1954 lease-purchase 
law. The law provided for priv- 
ate interests to erect post of- 
fices, court houses and federal 
office buildings in various cities. 
The government would make in-. 
stallment payments like rent 
and eventually would own the 
buildings. 

Rising construction costs and 
higher interest rates have stale- 
mated the program so that only 
one of the projects—at Rock 
Island, Ill—is under construc- 
tion. 

Campbell could not be pres- 
ent at the subcommittee hearing 
but sent another General Ac- 
counting Office official, Philip 
Charam, assistant director of 
the civil accounting and audit- 
ing division, to present the 
analysis that had been request- 
ed by Jones. 

Charam said the 1946 projects | 
would cost $1,656,005,000 under 
the lease purchase program. 
provided they could be financed 
with 4 per cent money. If built 
through direct appropriations, 
the buildings would cost $634,- 
911,000 less, he said. 

Franklin G. Floete, head of 
the General Services Adminis- 
tration, testified he believea tne | 
lease-purchase program could 
be made to work if the interest 
rate limit, fixed by the Treas- 
ury Department, were increased | 
from 4 to 5 per cent, and if| 
estimates made two years ago 
could be adjusted for an 11 per 
cent increase in construction 
costs since then.

SENATORS INSIST U.S. NEWSPRINT WE MAKE DRAPERIES FREE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (UP) 
~—The Senate internal security 
subcommittee said today the 
Communist party lost prestige 
but not power last year. 


The subcommittee, headed by 
Senator James O. Eastland 
(Dem.), Mississippi, made the 
statement in the first section of 
its annual report, released to- 
day. sEleven other sections will 
follow. 

“Soviet activity in the United 
States has continued without 
abatement in many forms dur- 
ing the past year,” the report 
said. 

It said it learned of “few if 
any important defections” from 
the Communist party and “no 
noticeable impairment of their 
power,” even though the pres- 
tige of Communism in the 
United States and the world 
slipped badly after Soviet sup- 
pression of the Hungarian re- 
volt. 

Unions in Clutches. 

“Strategic labor unions 
astride the vitals of our nation- 
al defense remain firmly in the 
clutches of unregenerate Com- 
munists,” the subcommittee 
said without identifying the 
unions. 

“Communist lawyers practice 
their professions without mo- 
lestation despite their service 


to the Communist cause. The 
infiltration of our press that 
was so successful a few years 


ago continues, but to a degree 
that we have not determined.” 

The report said the Soviet 
apparatus in the United States 
operates “at three levels’ —ac- 
credited agents of the Soviet 
government, Communist party 
members and “Soviet adherents 
outside the party.” 

Two Main Aims. 

The report said Communist 
activity in the United States has 
two general purposes: 

“To undermine the nation’s 
strength and particularly to 
beat down the barriers already 
erected, both legal and in public 
Outlook, against Communist 
penetration.” 

“To assist in Soviet expansion 
abroad.” 

The subcommittee repeated a 
recommendation, first made in 


1951, for laws to bar foreign 
diplomats from importing or 
distributing Communist propa- 
ganda. It said thev have been 
permitted to continue this 

The subcommittee said Soviet 
personnel in the United States 
“moved aggressively among ¢ 
capees and refugees and coerce d 


repatriations, and in some in- 
stances essayed Virtual kidnap- 
ings.” 

The subcommittee said it is 
completing a composite index of 
150,000 names of persons, or- 
g£anizations and_ publications 
mentioned in public testimony

Op- 
posite it was a hand-written 
note from the French Premier 
saying these leaflets had given 
him, as an underground fighter, 
“a message of confidence and 
hope.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (UP) 
—Staff members of the Federal 
Trade Commission have been 
scanning television commercials 
since last October, watching for 
violations of Government rules 
against fraudulent or unfair ad- 
vertising 

The FTC has as yet issued no 
formal complaints — its first 
step toward getting out “cease 
and desist” orders to stop un- 
practices. 

T. Harold Scott, head of the 
radio-TV unit, said his agency 
has moved slowly on TV com-

mercials because it wants to 
be “pretty sure” before making 
complaints 


Scott declined to specify the 
types of commercials the FTC 
will move against. But he said 
one of the chief complaints to 
his agency is against commer- 


cials that disparage another 
product, 
Scott said his TV sleuths, 


125 in number, have to hang 
on every move of the commer- 
clal announcer as well as his 
words. 

“The voice poftion of a TV 
commercial could well be with- 
in legal limits on the compara- | 
tive merits. of the products,” 
he said. ‘But the video portion 
could give a false and mislead- 
ing Impression of undesirability 
or unworthiness of the competi- 


‘tive product through sleight-of- 


hand performance or other trick 
devices.” 

Some of the complaints on 
this score have been from par+ 
ents whose children have come 
to them with TV-induced de- 
mands to use only a certain 
product on grounds others are 
inferior. 


Scott said the men and women 
on his staff work “all the time” 
in their inspection of commer- 
clals—at lunch counters, in 
hotel rooms, or at home. 

Actually, Scott said, the pub- 
lic is the best monitor of all. 
Since his unit was organized 
complaints from viewers have 
been pouring in. “We want to 
hear from people who see 
something advertised, buy it 
and then have a_ grievance,” 
Scott said.

physique in fighting abilits 

A four-ounce fly rod, a three- 
pound test leader, and a small 
black gnat fly armed with a 
No. 6 or 8 hook and a No. 2 
spinner are all the equipment 
needed for bluegill fun. Green 
sunfish, usually called black 
perch in the Ozarks, and thei 
close cousins, the long-ears or 
red-bellies—the fish of fond 
boyhood remembrance—also are 
greedily susceptible to the black 
gnat-spinner combination 

Ordinary Tackle Will Do. 


When “‘still” fishing for the 
sunfishes, which are usually 
grouped together under the 
name of “perch” by many 


anglers, a limber cane pole cut 
on the rich soil bank of the 
stream is sufficient. A small 
bobber is used and the favorite 
baits are worms and crawfish 
tails. A light line and a split 
shot for a sinker are recognized 
as standard equipment. 

The white meat of the craw- 
fish tail is skinned out of its 
shell and cut into small pieces 
It is threaded on a small-sized 
hook and cast into a likely 
looking place, usually around 
an old log or a drift that has 
accumulated in the creek o1 
river's bend. Worms are excel- 
lent bait when properly used 
They should never be threaded 
on the hook but, instead, should 
be looped on with the ends 
dangling and squirming to at- 
tract the fish. 

The sunfishes strike lightly 
at first and the bobber will 
dance on the surface of the 
water as if to warn the angler | 
to get ready. Soon it will start 
moving across the surface of 
the water and then in a split 
second it will disappear in the 
depths. As every rustic boy 
knows, then and only then is 
the time to set the hook. If 
these fishes’ weight compared 
with their ability to fight, there 
is little doubt that they would 
be the most popular of all the 
piscatorial family. Norfork and 
Bull Shoals have these fighters 
by the tens of thousands, and 
a set of three dry flies on an 
extremely light leader will oft- 
en take two or three on a 
single cast of the fly rod. 

Catfish Highly Favored. 

Catfish, crappie, warmouth, 
and white, yellow and rock bass 
(goggle-eye) are all fair game 
in the flowing streams March 
15. Both for eating and catch- 
ing, catfish perhaps rank first | 
of all these varieties in the 
Missouri angler’s estimation, 
and the channel catfish is the 
cream of the crop. They are 
ravenous feeders after a heavy 
rain and when the streams are 


flushed. With the water on the 
rise, these silver-colored fish 
with dark circular spots on 


their sides will take almost any 


bait thrown their way. They 
bite readily on live ‘minnows, 
crawfish, laundry soap, cheese 


or dough baits 

One .of the easily prepared 
baits favored by them is a 50- 
50 mixture of flour and cotton- 
seed meal with enough hot wa- 
ter added to form a firm ball. 
As food there is no fish that 
is superior. Its firm, flaky white 
meat has an excellent flavor 
and, unlike many of the other 
species, it is almost free of 
bones. 

Goggle-eyes a!so are on the 
preferred list, both for their 
catching and eating qualities. 
They usually are found in the 
larger watercourses and prefer 
deep, quiet water where rock 
boulders or logs furnish their 
favored habitat. They also are 
members of the sunfish family 
and their large, red ‘goggle’ 
eyes give them their nickname. 
They have a mottled appearance 
and are greenish-olive in color- 
ation. But they are chamelon- 
like in changing their colors 
Within a few minutes they can 
switch from almost solid black 
to a light willow green or a 
greenish hue with black 
splotches. 

Before the season opens on 
bass on many of the rivers such 
as the Current, Jack's Fork and 
the Eleven Points, float fisher- 
men often make all-day floats 
in quest of these fishes. They 
also creel many blucgill as well 
as green and long-ear suniish. 
Channel catfish are tops in fish

two seasons, was ousted because 
the board of trustees “didn’t 
like the type of coaching.” 


Chipley, 35, an all-Southern 
Conference end at W. & L. in 
1946 who played in the pro 
ranks for three years, told the 
United Press that the announce- 
ment “caught me completely by 
surprise.” 

“I don’t feel they 
de-emphasis program a fair 
chance,” he said. “I figured it 
would take us three years before 
we could tell whether it was ge- 
ing to work out or not. We 
were starting to come around at 
the close of this past season 
and beginning to see some light. 
Now I just don’t know.” 


Chipley places a large portion 
of the cause of his difficulties 
at the doors of the W. & -L.

In 1953, W. & L. was still 
playing on the “big time” cir- 
cuit.

Those victories 
gave promise for a good ‘54 sea- 
son. But academic difficulties 
stripped the squad at mid- 
semester and in July of 1954 
the trustees canceled the ‘54 
schedule 

W. and L. returned to foot- 
ball in 1955 with a “simon- 
pure” squad and seven “small- 
time” opponents.

The Harris proposal was at 
odds with bills introduced yes- 
terday by members of the judi- 
ciary committee to put baseball 
under the anti-trust laws . 

Both actions grew out of the 
court’s refusal Monday to give 
professional football] the same 
exemption tion enjoyed by 
baseball. 

The Supreme Court has not 
ruled directly on the status of 
basketball an dhockey. 

Harris, in a statement, said 
the Court's opposite rulings on 


baseball and football had cre- 


ated an “anomaly” which called 
for correction by law. He said 
his bill would make it clear to 


the courts that Congress does 
not intend the conduct of the 


four named sports to be sub- 
ject to the anti-trust laws. 

Representative Emauel Celler

the judiciary 
has jurisdiction over such legis- 
lation, said the Harris proposal 
is a step backward.

LAFAYETTE, La. 
HEN one travels as fast and as far as we are 
W ccveting people and places flash past so rapidly 
that it is hard to keep up with them. We came 
down from Baton Rouge to New Orleans in a pouring 
rain, with three days

comes staggering when it is 
realized that this doctor sub- 
mitted to 221 hours of phycho- 
analysis from scores of psycho- 
analysts. 

Finding that few agreed in 
their diagnosis, he asked one of 
the psychoanalysts: “What is 
normalcy?” The psychoanalyst 
replied: “I don't know; I never 
treat normal persons. Even if 
a person were normal at the 
beginning of the analysis, the 
treatment would have created a 
neurosis in him.” 


_ * - 

THE CONCLUSION is not 
that psychoanalysis is a useless 
method; it is rather to bring 
into the daylight the great con- 
fusion in the field of psychiatry 
as to what constitutes a normal 
person. 

First, it must be noted that 
the psychoanalyst does not treat 
normal persons; neither does 
the psychiatrist. Mental iliness 
is just as real and evident as 
physical illness. As there must 
be doctors to treat sick people, 
so there must be doctors to 
treat psychotic and neurotic

people. No one ever calls the 
doctor because one wakes up 
some morning feeling, “in the 
pink”; neither does one call 
the psychiatrist because he sings 
in his bath and whistles on his 
way to work. 

Psychiatry is to the sick mind 
what pathology is to the sick 
body—both deal with deviations 
from the normal; it is not, there- 
fore, within the competency of 
psychiatry to decide what is 
normal, anymore than a “how- 
to-fix-it” expert is qualified to 
build a house. 

A second fact is that the 
abnormal interests persons more 
than the normal. Newspapers 
find their readers prefer to 
read about those who break the 
laws rather than those who keep 
them. After a while the normal 
begins to be taken for the ab- 
normal; those who have “angles” 
believe that everyone else has 
“angles.” 

s +2 

DESPITE the prevalence and 
interest in the abnormal, there 
still are normal persons. The 
latest developments in the field 
of psychiatry, even among those 
who still use the psychoanalytic 
method, recognize that there is 
such a thing as the normal per- 
son. Stated in its simplest terms, 
a thing is normal when it is 
able to fulfill the purpose for 
which it was made—e.g., a pen- 
cil is normal when it writes; a 
can opener is normal when it 
opens tins. 

But a pencil can become ab- 
normal if it is used to open 
cans; a can opener functions 
badly as an instrument for writ- 
ing. As the pencil could get a 
“neurosis” from opening cans, 
because this would be contrary 
to its nature, so man can de- 


velop neuroses and psychoses 
from doing things contrary to 
his nature. Psychiatrists such as 
Daim, Caruso, Binswainger, Car- 
gnello, Frankl, Ledding, Roth- 
ocher, Stocker and others are 
saying that the person must be 
understood not from below, but 
from above; not from the uncon- 
scious alone, nor from the first 
six years of life, but from above; 
that is from the superior levels 
of personality. 

Hence, the interest is less 
in what has been thrust into 
the unconsciousness, and rather 
whether one attains the supreme 
values of life which are essen- 
tial for inner peace. It is fur- 
ther recognized that the cure of 
the abnormal is not completed 
because one brings the uncon- 
scious to the level of the con- 
scious; now the psychiatrists 
seek integration of the patient 
within himself, his neighbor and 
his destiny. The person keeps 
normal by contact with that 
which transcends his person- 
ality. 

Even when he denies such a 
thing as belief, he still con- 
structs one. As Aldous Huxley 
wrote: “Convinced materialists 
are ready to worship their own 
jerry-built creations as tholtigh 
they were the Absolute.” 

Psychiatry has traveled a 
long way since the days of 
Freud and now seems to be 
entering into a maturity where- 
by positive and synthetic, as 
well as by analytic method, it 
will increasingly aid in restor- 


ing the abnormal to the normal. |

DAY or two after arriving 
A Paris I came down with 

a severe cold, and while re- 
cuperating I caught up with my 
mail. It was early September 
1936. On the first of October 
I was back in London. Having 
given up the flat at Bryanston 
Court, I had taken a charming 
furnished house of four stories 
at 16 Cumberland’ Terrace, 
Regent's Park. 

David, too, was in the process 
of re-establishing himself. His 
mother had finally completed 
her move into Marlborough 
House, the Duke and Duchess 
of Gloucester had taken over 
York House, and David, none 
too happily, was installed at 
Buckingham Palace. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Goddard, my 
solicitor, had commenced dli- 
vorce proceedings against Ernest 
He had decided that the case 
should be tried out of London, 
and his choice was the Ipswich 
Assizes in the county of Suffolk, 
where the case would attract 
less attention. This arrange- 
ment, however, would necessi- 
tate my taking residence within 
the jurisdiction of the court, 
and my solicitor had already 
picked a suitable cottage, called 
Beech House, near Felixstowe. 

It was necessary for me to 
go to Felixstowe some weeks ih 
advance of the hearing of the 
divorce petition. George’ and 
Kitty Hunter had kindly offered 
to stay with me during the pe- 
riod of waiting, and early in 
October we drove down in my 
car. The date for the hearing 
had now been set for Oct. 27. 

Whatever the circumstances, 
whatever the reasons, a divorce 
is an unpleasant experience. 
The night before I was to ap- 
pear at the Ipswich Assizes I 
could not sleep; I paced the 
small floor for hours, wonder- 
ing whether I was right in my 
confidence that what I was 
about to do would bring no 
harm to the King. Finally, a 
measure of calmness came; it 
was too late for me to turn 
back. 

My case was to be presented 
by the distinguished barrister, 
Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C. (now 
the Right Honorable Lord Jus- 
tice Birkett), with whom I had 
conferred before leaving Lon- 
don. On the morning the case 
was to come up, Mr. Goddard 
with his partner, Mr. Stenson, 
called for me in his car to drive 
me to Ipswich. As I decided 
to return to London directly 
from the Assizes, I had packed 
my suitcases the night before; 
the Hunters were to bring them 
up in my Car.

T the Assize Court I was too 
A tense to follow the details of 

the proceedings, which last- 
ed only a few minutes. About 
all that I remember of that or- 
deal was the hostility of the 
judge. Then I heard him say 
to my counsel, almost reluctant- 
ly, “Very well, decree nisi. 

The decree nisi that I had 
been granted required under the 
British law of that time a six 
months’ wait before the divorce 
would become absolute. Fortu- 
nately, with one of my rare 
flashes of foresight, I had ear- 
lier persuaded Aunt Bessie to 
postpone her planned summer 
trip to Europe until the fall. I 
would soon have her company 
and counsel. 

Mr. Goddard drove me back 
to London and dropped me off 
at my new house at Cumber- 
land Terrace. Shortly after I 
arrived, David telephoned from 
the palace. He had already 
heard the news from Ipswich. 
As he was not going to the Fort 
until later, we were able to dine 
together at Cumberland Ter- 
race. 

The evening started off as a 
happy reunion, But it was not 
long before I realized that some- 
thing was troubling David. Bit 
by bit, the reasons for his wor- 
ried air came out. 

A week before, the Prime 
Minister, at fis request, had 
been to see David at the Fort. 
The Prime Minister's purpose in 
seeking the interview was to ex- 
press his coneern over the 
divorce and to suggest pointedly 
that the King use his influence 
to persuade me to drop the 
proceedings. 

Mr. Baldwin had clearly made 
up his mind that David wanted 
to marry me and he wished to 
foreclose such a_ possibility, 
once and for all. David had 
replied that my divorce was a 
matter that involved only me 
and that he would not and 
could not properly attempt to 
influence me. 

The Prime Minister had 
warned David that, in view of 
the seething speculation in the 
press overseas, the divorce pe- 
tition, if carried through, might 
well force a disastrbus rupture

1955. to form a similar club of their,own. Virtually 
overnight 900 persons had subscribed the initiation fee of 
$600 (‘now up to $840). The Cherokee Town and Country 
Club was in business. Barely a year after opening, it 
has a waiting list of its own. 

Its founders acknowledge that it was “almost im- 
possible” to get into the Driving Club because of the 
limited facilities; and the Driving Club people do not 
look upon the Cherokees as upstarts. The distinction be- 
tween the clubs is one of age, rather than social standing. 

In a city of 350,000, with a suburban population near- 
ly equal that, the Jewish community of 11,500 has its 
own club structure.
